BERKSHIRE TROLLEY 
BILLS FAVORED BY 
JOINT COMMITTEES 


Purchase by the New Haven, 
It Is Believed, Would Re- 
sult in Through Connections 
Across the State. 


REVERSAL OF POLICY 


Dissenters Object to Granting 
Authority for Acquisition 
Till Status of the Railroad 
Is Determined. 


The policy of Massachusetts as to the 


ownership of street railways will be 


changed if a bill becomes a law which 
the committees on railroads and street 
railways, sitting jointly, voted today to 
report to the Legislature. | 

This bill is known as the Berkshire 
trolley bill, an act to authorize the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
Company to own stock in the Berkshire 
Btreet Railway Company and to require 
the of street rail- 


ways by the jatter company. 

The trolley line in question ts one 
which, under a decision of the supreme 
court of Massachusetts, the New Haven 
was forced to give up. This bill would 
allow the company to get control again 
of the road. The argument is made as to 
this particular line that, without the aid 
of the New Haven road, this section of 
the state could not be developed, as pri- 
vate capital has been very reluctant to 
take hold of the situation. 

It is expétted that the New Haven, in 
the event of the bill’s passage, will spend 
about $2,000,000, and that it will result 
in giving to Massachusetts eventually 
through trolley connections from Boston 
to northern New York state points 
across the Berkshires. 

The. principal change in this bill, as 
reported, from the original bill before 
the committee is in the added protection 
that in case of a disagreement between 
the board of aldermen in any city or the 
selectmen of any town and the Berkshire 
Street Railway Company as to the loca- 
tion in a public way, the board of rail- 
road commissioners may designate the 
location and prescribe the terms of re- 
striction applicable thereto. 

Under the original bill, in the event of 


construction certain 


-such disagreement the location might be 


abandoned and no trolley line built. Un- 
de: this bill the railroad commissioners 
are to decide, and if they determine the 
location, the line is to be built accord- 
ing to their terms. 

Representative Robert FE. Washburn 
of Worcester dissents and five members 
of the joint committee reserve the right 
to dissent. 

The New Haven road may acquire and 
hold the whole or any portion not less 
than half of the capital stock of the 
Berkshire Street Railway Company, sub- 
ject to approval by the railroad commis- 
sion of the terms of acquisition. The 
railroad may not dispose of any of the 
stock *o requifed without the consent of 
the railroad commission, nor increase 
the rate of fares, nor decrease the facil- 


-ities for travel in consequence of such 


acquisition. 

Within 30 days after such acquisi- 
tion of stock~by the New Haven road 
every atockholder of the Berkshire Street 
Railway Company whose stock has not 
been acquired shall be notified of the 
acquisition, and within a period of three 
months may dispose of his stock to the 
railroad at the average price paid by the 
railroad for its controlling interests. The 
Berkshire Street Railway Company 
agrees after the completion of the act 
to construct and open for use before 
Jan 1, 1913, the foMowing improvements 


‘and extensions to its service: 


1—A line of railway to connect the 


- Berkshire system of street railways with 


the western terminus of the Springfield 
Street Railway Company at Huntington. 

2.-A line of railway from the Berk- 
shire system to the summit of Greylock 
mountain. 

3—-A line of railway from the southern 
terminus of the Berkshire system at 
Great Barrington passing through the 
town of Sheffield, to the Connecticut 
state line. 

4—A line of railway from the new 
southern extension to the town of Egre- 
mont. 

5—Such extensions, double tracking, 
and reconstructions in the cities of Pitte- 
field and North Adams as shall be re- 
quested by the mayors and board of 
aldermen within the period of nine 
months after the passage of the act 
as approved by the railroad commission. 

For the purpose of acquiring land and 
Jocations required fer the extensions, un- 
der the act the Berkshire Street Railway 
Company is authorized to take land un- 
der the provisions of existing law, and 
the New Haven railroad is authorized to 
take land under the provisions of the 
existing Jaw, and the New Haven railroad 
is authorized to hold or dispose of bonds 
jasued by the street railway company 
for the purpose of providing means for 
ite new eonstruction work or for other 
Jawful purposes, and may guarantee the 
payment, of principal and interest there- 
on.

A rearrangement of the railroad rates 
for transportation of milk to Boston as 
a solution of the milk problem was pro- | 
posed by Mr. Hood. 

“Under the present system of charges 
for getting milk to Boston,” he said, 
“the contractor must pay a rate directly 
proportional to the distance hauled, The 
Hood company pays $4000 for a car 
coming 40 miles, and has to pay five 
times as much for a car coming 200 
miles. This system is unfair to the | 
contractor.” 

He pointed out that in New York state | 
the schedule of railroad rates allowed | 
the New York contractor to bring his | 
milk from a point 400 miles distant at | 
the same price as for 150 miles. He)

UNFAVORAB

LONDON—The committee invited by 


the editor of the Morafing Post to report

No 
single inember of the committee was able 
to make anything of the “Mengs” sig- 
nature, though some members were of 
the opinion that at this point there 
were marks which might or might not 
be intentiona]. Finalry two members of 
the committee thought there were signs 
of an: erasure contiguous to the mark- 
ings. One member was of the opinion 
that there was an abrasure, but was 
unable to say whether this was inten- 
tional or not. On the whole, it is toler- 
ably evident from this that Mr. Greig’s 
ardor has fed him to discover markings 
which are of the most hazy description. 
Anybody at all aceustomed. to pictures 
is perfectly aware that ordinary brush- 
work leaves marks of the most fantastic 
description, and anybody with a little 
imagination might evolve almost any- 
thing out of these, 

The result of ¢he investigation is to 
leave the matter exactly where it has 
always been.

AUSTRIAN PARLIAMENT 
CONSIDERS LARGE DEFICIT 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

LONDON—Owing to the construction 
of the new dreadnoughts, which is shortly 
to be undertaken by Austria, some im- 
portant financial measures are under con- 
sideration in the Austrian Parliament, 
with the object of raising the money to 
meet the additional necessary expenditure 
for the purpose. In the first place a loan 
of 220,000,000 kronen has been asked for 
»y the government and will undoubtedly 
be passed by both Houses. The greater 
portion of this moneyuwill be employed 
in paying for the military preparations 
made by Austria last spring. 

There is a deficit in the budget for this 
year of nearly £2,000,000, and it is to 
reduce this that new proposals are being 
considered by the government. Accord- 
ing to the Vienna correspondent of the 
Standard, the proposals most likely to be 
accepted are art increase of the excise 
duty on spirits, which is expected to yield 
some £1,500,000. The income tax will 
also be raised in the higher classes on a 

. 
progressive scale, whereby the highest 


| rate will be 6% instead of 5 per cent. 

| It is also probable that the tax levied 
'on the dividends of companies will be 
increased. If this is the case, companies 
which, according to the Neue Freie 
Presse, at present pay more than 20 per 
cent diwdends, will give up a total of 
40 per cent of their total profits in divi- 
dend taxes paid to the state and the local 
authorities. 

Increased succession duties are also 
among the measures proposed. It is con. 
sidered that there will not be much 
difficulty in getting the proposals ac- 
cepted in the lower house, although con- 
siderable opposition may be offered by 
the upper house, especially with regard 
to the succession duties and dividend tax. 
These new imposts will be felt more by 
the industrial than the agricultural sec- 
tion of the community, and since the 
right of the peers to amend money bills 
is undisputed in Austria, some consid- 
eration will doubtless have to be shown 
to the manufacturing interests before 
the new bills become law. 


MINISTER DECLARES KING 
WILL AID AFRICAN BLACKS 


> 


(Special Correspondence of The Monitor.) 

BRUSSELS—The minister of the col- 
onies, in a speech delivered at the open- 
ing of the Colonial exhibition, declared 
that King Albert was animated by a 
desire to complete the splendid work of 
the founder of the colony, by putting 
forth every effort in order to raise the 
black race to a state Of well-being. This 
work Belgium had resolved to follow up 
by transforming vast regions, developing 
commerce, methodical administration, 
scientific researches, and the influence of 
European civilization. 

His majesty made a speech later in 
which he said that the officials and 
officers would introduce wise reforms, 
extending to the Kongo, a region worthy 
of Belgium. “Our aim,” he said, “is the 


happiness of the native population, and 
we desire to enjoy the esteem of our 
neighbors in advancing continually along 
the path of progress.” 

His majesty pronounced himself as 
strongly opposed to the extreme exploit- 
ation of the country, and declared him- 
self in favor of colonization by customs 
sanctioned by Christian morals. He fur- 
ther urged the construction of a trans- 


colony, and uniting the capital with 
the heart of Katanga. This might be 
accomplished by the extension of the 
railways of the Great Lakes. He con- 
sidered that the institution of establish- 
ments for the granting of credits must 
conduce to the expansion of capital in 
the Kongo.

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WASHINGTON —Halley‘’s comet today 
is rapidly approaching its juxtaposition 
with the earth and the sun and is sched- 
uled to make its transit between the 
two beginning about 8:30 p. m. Wednes- 
day and continuing for approximately 
24 hours, during which time the tenuous 
tail will be sweeping over the earth with, 
however, no appreciable effect. 

After passing between the earth and 
the sun, the comet wecomes visible in 
the evening and will remain so as it 
rushes away from the earth on the 
back track of its 75-year, many-billioned 
journey. 

Astronomers are practically agreed 
that the best views of the phenomenon 
should be had Friday and Saturday, 
when the blazing body will become vis- 
ible in the western skies soon after sun- 
set, appearing first as a whitish, grayish 
streak and growing more brilliant as the 
darkness increases, and until the visitor 
disappears below the horizon. 

Its sinking from view is due for Fri- 
day at 8:43 p. m., and Saturday at 
9:30 p. m., being visible respectively 1 
h. 28m., and 2h. 14m. as will be seen 
by referring to the above table. 

Out at the naval observatory, in the 
midst of telescopes, spectroscopes and 
other queer looking instruments, Prof. 
Asaph Hall and his corps of astrono- 
mers spent several hours with the comet 
this morning. 

According to the observers at the 
waval observatory, the caudal appendage 
of the comet this morning stretched for 
some 92 or 93 degrees across the sky, or 
about 25,000,000 miles. As they watched,

Yale Is Not Specializing 
in Observing the Comet 


NEW HAVEN, Conn.—The Yale ob- 
servatory is not specializing on Halley’s 
eomet. Since larger and better equipped 
observatories throughout the country are 
specializing to the exclusion of other 
work, the local astronomers are unwilling 
_ to give out observations as official, 
though they have no objection to speak- 
ing unofficially. 

“Personally,” said an assistant at the 
Yale observatory today, “I believe we 
will pass through the tail. I believe 
there will be a meteoric shower, or some- 
thing that resembles one.. However, | 
wouldn't be be surprised to see a strange 
giow of some kind instead, without a me- 
teoric rainfall. 

“WWe are agreed here that the head of 
-Halley’s comet is not to be nearer the 
earth than 14,000,000 miles.” 

Asked as-to the probable composition 
of the tail of the comet and its length, 
the assistant admitted that the observa- 
tory was still undecided. 


Arrange to Study Comet 
at Harvard Observatory 


Harvard observatory is making exten- 
sive preparations for a group of astron- 
omers to be present tomorrow night, 
when the tail of Halley’s comet wil! 
brush by the earth. 

Those that will be at the hill to take 
observations will be Prof. E. C. Picker- 
ing, Prof. O. C. Wendell, Prof. 8S. I. 
Bailey, Staff Photographer E. 8. King, 
Assistant Leon Campbell, Assistant F. L. 
Bowie and an able corps of astronomi- 
eal assistants to aid in the recording of 
the observations. 

At the Harvard observatory no photo- 
graph has been taken of the heavenly 
body during the past four days, No 
photograph was taken Monday because 
jt was too light for the photographic 
instruments when the comet arose. To- 
morrow and the following days, the 
comet will set about the same time as 
the sun and will therefore not be visi- 
ble to the astronomers for photographic 
purposes, but about the 24th of this 
month the Harvard astronomers expect 
to obtain a fine photograph of the comet 
with ite tail in the evening sky without 
having fogged plates because of the 
lightness. 

One of the remarkable things about 
the actions” of the comet will be the 
direct shifting of its tail in the short 
interval of one day.

NEW YORK—A decreasing percentage 
of failures is shown in a report of the ef- 


ificiency tests made last year by the 


Pennsylvania railroad. The total num- 
ber of these tests was about 300.000, or 
about 820 each day, and of the total for 
the year 99.75 per cent were perfect. The 
failures included cases where engine men 
passed signals by only a few feet, not 
sufficient to cause an accident. Of the 
26 divisions of the Pennsylvania, accord- 
ing to this report, eight divisions showed 
perfect records on all tests and 12 
divisions had over 99 per cent. It ig 
stated that since the Pennsylvania began 
these tests in 1906 the percentage of fail- 
ures has been gradually decreasing.

CHICAGO—The great progress that 
has been made by man in his efforts to 
conquer the air, is indicated in the re- 
cent action of Armour Institute of Tech- 
nology—one of the largest schools of the 
kind in the country—when it established 
a department of aeronautics. 

There are two professors in the new 
department and three courses are offered, 
and full experiment equipment is pro- 
vided. The instructors are Associate 
Professor Melville Baker Wells, who will 
give a course in aerodynamics and aero- 
nautical instruction, and Associate Pro- 
fessor Arthur J. Fritch, who will give in- 
struction in gas engines and other motive 
power for airships. The classes will be 
limited to junior and senior students at 
the institute.

A heavier tone prevailing in the 
London market was reflected in New 
York at the opening and during the early 
tiles today. ‘There was no news of any 
kind to cause the fractional deeline but 
talk was penerally pessimistic and there 
was evidence that the bears were playing 
for another drop in prices. 

Stocks met resistance ag they 
sagged off, however, and business be- 
came dull as usual. The general impres- 
sion prevails now that the crop outlook is 
bright. This, after all, the impor- 
tunt element im the situation and the 
one that will eventually decide the course 
of the market as well as that of general 
business. It is difficult to decide from 
the different reports that come to hand 
just what the eondition of general busi- 
ness is, but it must be admitted that up 
to date there has been no evidence in 
either railway earnings or bank clearings 
of a general reaction, and that the figures 
certainly do not indicate a depression. 

The main anfavorable factor in the 
atock market for a long time has been 
the investment situation. It has been 
evident that the demand for investments 
in this country has been small. and that 
the railways have been compelled to sell 
their bonds in Paris at the terms offered 
by French bankers. The success of the 
negotiations in’ Paris taken for 
granted, although so far it has been 
possible to announce only the completion 
of some minor sales, the others still be- 
ing negotiated and not yet closed.

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Elevated Would Make an 
Initial Disbursement. 


Announcement of the declaration of 
an initial dividend of 5 per cent on the 
common stock of the Brooklyn Union Ele- 
vated Railroad Company came as a con- 
siderable surprise to the financial com- 
munity, as it had not been generally 
known that the earnings of the road 
had enlarged to a sufficient extent to per- 
mit of payment on the common stock. 
There is only a few hundred thousand 


dollars worth of the common stock of 
this corporation in the hands of the pub- 
lic, the bulk of it being in the treasury 
of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company. 
Only a few months ago sales of Brook- 
lyn Union Elevated common stock were 
made at $7 per share. The quotation 
has risen rapidly, however, and now 
stands nominally around 70@75. 

This additional interest is attached to 
the initial dividend declaration of the 
Elevated company by reason of the re- 
cent increase in the Brooklyn Rapid 


Transit dividend from a 4 to a 5 per cent’ 


basis. The $626,524 which the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit will receive on its holdings 
of Brooklyn Union Elevated common 
stock jis equivalent to about 1% per cent 
on the outstanding stock of the parent 
corporation. 

From other sources the earnings of the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit are running at 
the rate of about 742 per cent per annum, 
so that the additional income from the 
Brooklyn Union Elevated will bring the 
total earnings of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company up to about 9 per cent 
on its outstanding capital stock, as com- 
pared with 5 per cent being disbursed. 
This additional souree of income has 
been entirely left out of calculation by 
the financial community as a whole, in 
its estimates on the earning capacity of 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Campany. 

The Brooklyn Union Elevated Company 
was organized in 1899 to take over the 


Brooklyn Elevated Railroad Company, 


the Union Elevated Railroad Company 
and the Seaside & Brooklyn Bridge Rail- 
road Company under the reorganization 
plan. In 1900 it absorbed the Kings 
County Elevated Railroad Company and 
in 1906 leased the Canarsie Railroad 
Company, It has a total elevated track- 
age of 63 miles and surface track of 
34 miles, in addition to the leased lines, 
which bring the total mileage up to 
about 104 miles.

’ mind only by keeping it absolutely free from 
Research the influence of those who would give it 
‘| support on partizan grounds or employ it

ends. It is a necessary adjunct to civil 
service reform. Stated simply, it is a means of arriving at facts and 
figures with relation to the cost and efficiency of municipal admunis- 
tration, not with the view of injuring this party or benefiting that, 
but of advancing the entire welfare of the community. 

It will be next to impossible to obtain support for it if the 
impression is permitted to go out that the facts revealed upon investi- 
gation are to be used to bring down discredit or disgrace upon those 
who have held positions of responsibility under the existing loose 
system of local government in most cities and towns. Municipal 
research should be carried on more with a view to the improvement 
of conditions in the present and future than with the object of 
attacking reputations for things that have occurred in the past. The 
public itself must be willing to share responsibility for the evils 
that have crept into local government. Moreover, the main point is 
that if the political research idea is to be carried out successtully it 
must be largely with the help of those who have had experience under 
a system that, however wrong, 1s not of their making. 

' New York citizens are willing to contribute $250,000 annually 
for the purpose of finding out how their city government may be 
improved, and they have discovered many things already which more 
than compensate for the expenditure. It is predicted that a saving 
of $500,000 a year will result from municipal research about to be 
undertaken *— Milwaukee. Many cities are inclined to adopt the 
plan of placing experts at work in their various departments with 
the view of determining whether there are not costly leaks, and 
whether their governments cannot be conducted at once more 
economically and more efficiently.

“Think,” said he, “what we owe to Heine, 
Mendelssohn and Rubenstein, Ricardo, Spinoza, Montefiore and De 
Hirsch, Jessel and Benjamin and Disraeli.” 

Mayor Gaynor is mayor of all the people of New York, and he 
is evidently trying to live up to this idea in his treatment of the 
Jews in his official position. He has indicated in several matters in 
which they were concerned that he intends to see that they have a 
square deal. 

Mayor Gaynor praised the Hebrew literature and touched on 
politics, declaring that the Jews have never been small and clannish, 
but have spread themselves out according to individual preferences, 
with no mind except for the good of the country. His attitude cer- 
tainly seems calculated, in the main, to abate race differences, and it 
may tend to develop Jewish availability for good citizenship..

Every new vessel 
launched has been larger than its predecessor, and while for years the 
increase in tonnage was slow, and amounted only to a few hundred 
tons, it has been much more rapid since the turbine engine came into 
use and since the older type of engine has undergone radical improve- 
ment, until it is now jumping even 15,000 tons at a leap. 

It is one thing to build great ships and another thing to find 
harbor channels and docks for them. Liverpool and New York and 
the leading continental ports have always kept pace with the ship- 
builders. Our Atlantic ports, other than New York, have in a 
measure attempted to do so. Some of them, however, are not pre- 
pared now for the imminent increase in tonnage.
